UNDER NEW SET-UP 


Wind Erosion District Being 
Organized to Continue 
Program of CCC’ 








With the closing of Cucamonga 
CCC, growers in the wind area 
are forming the Cucamonga- 
Mountain View Soil Conservation 
district to carry on the work of 
combatting wind erosion which 
was inaugurated and has been de- 
veloped by the CCC camp over @ 
period of several years. 

A group of forty growers of the 
district have elected a com- 
mittee of three of their number 
to work out the details of organi- 
zation. These serving on his com- 
mittee are: Henry Lucas, Ontario; 
Fred Signorio, Guasti, and J 
Lowell Merrill, Mountain View. 

FEDERAL AID 

The setting up of such districta# 
has been enouraged by the Feder- 
al government fer a number of 
years, and there are now over 506 
such districts in operation through 
out the country. By this means 
growers organize to cooperate im 
working out their problems and 
methods cf control in order to ac- 
complish more than they can as 
individuals. 

The principal protlem of the 
Cucamonga - Mountain View dis- 
trict will be one of the control of 
wind erosion. The problem will be 
studied so as to effect control at 
the least cost through cooperative 
effort. There is some prospect, it 
ig said, thatthe district may be 


lable to secure the aid of WPA 


labor in carrying out the conser 
vation program. 

CONSULTANTS REMAIN 

Arthur L. Darsey; camp super- 
intendent of Cucamonga OCC, and 
John O. Dean, camp agronomist, - 
will remain at Cucamonga COC, 
where they will continue the work 
of the Soil Conservation Service 
in a consulting and advisory ca- 
pacity.
